The Keutucky Association for 
the Study and Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis announces that it has en- 
gaged as Field Secretary, Mr. Eu- 
gene Kerner of New York. Mr. 
Kerner is now at the headquarters 
ot the Association. 215 East Wal- 
nut street, Louisville, Keutucky. 

Kentucky bears the distinction 
of being the first state in which the 
Tuberculosis Association has put a 
Field Secretary at work. 

To Gather Data. 

Mr. Kerner’s first duty will be 
to gather information with regard 
to the situation iu Keutucky, the 
sutn total of which is now very 
meager. He will try to ascertain 
from examination of local death 
rate from tuberculosis in different 
parts of the State, existing legal 
regulations on the subject, if any 
and preventive measures in force. 

He will photograph typical tene- 
ment ho_.se and factory conditions 
in various parts of the State that 
are a factor in inducing the disea:-e 
The Association hopes that in a 
few montns it will have ready a 
creditable exhibit showing the 
Keutucky situation. This may 
possibly be sent to the county 
fairs in charge of someoue who can 
explain its features. 

To organize Local Association 

Mr. Kerner will try to organize 
local Anti-Tuberculosis Association 
wherever possible to affiliate with 
the State Associations. In this 
work it is hoped he will have the 
aid of the Federation of Women's 
Clubs, the Kentucky Educational 
Association aod the press of Ken- 
tucky. He will try to bring about 
the establishment of local sanatoria 
of free dispensaries with visiting 
nurses for tuberculosis, and to cre- 
ate throughout the state such a 
sentiment that it will be impossi- 
ble at another legislature to defeat 
the bill for a State Sanatorium for 
Tuberculosis already presented to 
three Legislatures. 

Former Experience 

Mr. Kerner’s social experience 
fits him well for the work he has 
undertaken. For the last fourteen 

I 

months be has been with the 
Associated Charities of Pittsburg 
as District Superteudent. Prior to 
that be was with the Chicago Bu- 
reau of Charities one year. While 
in Chicago he attended the school 
of Philanthropy in a special course 
For threejvears be was manager of a 
private sanatorium in Newark, 
New Jersey, in which a large num- 
ber of tubercular patients were 
treated. During the five years 
that he was connected with this 
institution he made an extensive 
trim through Europe to study 
social conditions. Before taking 
up the sanatorium work he was in 
charge of all the laboratory work 
of a large hospital in Newark, 
where he become especially inter- 
ested in tuberculosis. 

Mr. Kerner invites correspond- 
ence from any persons in Ken- 
tucky interested in the stamping 
out of tuberculosis.
